Coming Soon 


The City of Boston is making a series of short-term improvements starting this 
spring and continuing through the rest of 2024 to improve safety, accessibility, 
and resiliency on Blue Hill Avenue. Over the next few months, you can expect 
the following along the corridor: 


e Refreshing crosswalk and e Installation of soeed humps on 
pavement markings neighborhood streets 

e Repaving damaged sections of roadway e Installation of bus-shelter green roofs 

e Continued pothole maintenance e Improvements to street lighting 


e Reinstallation of the RISE Gateway statue e Traffic signal changes to increase 
(completed in early May!) crossing times for pedestrians and 
e Sidewalk repairs reduce conflicts with vehicles 


A multimodal redesign that includes all 
road-users. 


Features that will be included in the Blue Hill Avenue Transportation Action Plan: 
e Defined spaces for all street users which will allow traffic to flow more smoothly, reducing 


conflict between between people driving, walking, taking transit, and biking 


e Center-running bus lanes that feature raised platforms and new and enhanced bus shelters 


for an improved rider experience 
e Traffic signal upgrades that will prioritize buses and minimize traffic related delays 


e Improved pedestrian safety, including better visibility at crossings, new and enhanced 
crosswalks, and shortened crossing distances 


e Significantly more trees along the corridor 
e New amenities such as better street lighting, benches, bike parking, and public art
